The opinion by Jnttice Harlan 
was the only opinion wliich diss- 
eiilt'd from the conohisiuns of 
court.

Justice McKenna disHented from

Jnftioe Brewtr dissented tie- 
cause lio tl)<iU)jr|itthat the findinf;« 
of tlie lower couit should ha«e 
besn.affinned instead of the oase< 
baing dismissed.

It has baen 
eleven years since tlie total eclipse 
of the sun in this country and it 
will be eighteen years befora there 
wiiltK' another. In Louisville one 
section of the sun will always be

As is well known the eclipse is 
caused by the moon passing l)e- 
tween the sun and the earth. The 
ol)scuration will Ix) plainly visible 
in North and Central America and 
the northern portion of South 
America.

Last Friday five pistol shots 
were heard in pretty rapid succes- 
sion by thoM in tb* neighborliood 
i)f ilie work-house, nnd it develop- 
ed that there was a tight between 
City Marshal Loyd and • negro 
ii!im<>(l Jim Levol. No one was 
present but the twp. According 
to the statsmsnt of Loyd, hs bad 
Ifikfii Lt>vel to the work-house to 
put liiiu to work. He told Level 
to take 2tbe bsmmsr and go to 
work, whereupon Level picked up 
tlio hammer and made for him 
find the shooting began, 

Level says that he was stooping 
over to begin work when Loyd b*. 
shooting. 

One shot straok Lvral in tba aar 
nnd was found ind>cdded in his 
tongue; another went under shoul 
der blade and came ont naar the 
nippli'-, another struck the knuckle 
of the four iiuger and was imbed 
ded in the wrist; anothar ont 
through the coat collar tldavtaa^ 
missing Level's body, 

A few nights previous while un 
dar arrest, Level raised a row with 
thn rimrshal enroute to the jail 
and u tight ensued and the oflioer 
reoaiyad a blow that addled him, 
and when he got up his prisoner 
waagone. He was arrested al 
Princeton and brought baoik Fri- 
day morning. Some time ago, he 
was fined $100 in circuit court for 
knocking Ed. Psrry, a young man 
in the bead with a rock. While 
pn\ iiiu' his fine in jail, he attackec 
Jailer Hard with a knife, and ser- 
ved a year in the panftmitiary. He 
has the reputation of }>eing a bat 
ni^gro, nnd has sustained his repu- 
tation pretty well. 

Tlio examining trial of Loyd 
was held before County Judge 
Boohester Saturday, and he was 
disdiarged. 

Level was out in a day or twu 
after the shooting and is getting 
well.
